Report of 


BOARD of EDUCATION 


To THE CITIZENS OF NEw LONDON:— 
Your School Board submits the following report: 


Four of our schools have been in session thirty 
weeks during the year. The school at Elkins closed 
unexpectedly on account of the teacher’s illness. In 
the fall a school was opened at the West with Miss 
Martha Wells as teacher. 


Miss Etta M. Dwyer, a graduate of a Vermont 
Normal school and a teacher of considerable experience 
in village schools, was hired for the Colby Hill school, 
and has stayed with us throughout the year. Miss 
Crosby, not being able to teach the fall term at Elkins, 
a Normal graduate was secured for that term. With 
these exceptions the old teachers have been retained, 
and-we believe fairly good work has been done. 


At the opening of the fall term music was again 
placed in our schools with Mrs. Frances K. French as 
teacher. Much has been accomplished in this line we 
believe, for the time and money spent upon it and we 
sincerely hope this line of work may be kept up during 
the next year. The cost for the year is less than one 
dollar for each pupil. Is it not worth it? , 


Frye’s Grammar School geography has taken the 
place of Frye’s Complete, which most teachers found 
difficult to teach to the grade of pupils studying it. 


It is generally acknowledged that children in city 
schools accomplish more and better work in eight years 
than ours do in nine, and often ten years. We cannot 
give our children all of the advantages of city schools, 
but with trained teachers, a course of study and two 
grades in our village school during spring and fall, 
much might be accomplished. It seems to us as if this 
might be done with little or no extra expense. We 
have the building, the pupils and everything needed, 
but the mind of the people. Will you give it a little 
serious thought? 


The school enumerator, Fred B. Gay, reports 92 
school children, 45 boys and 47 girls. 


In closing we wish to call your attention to the fact 
that the work was new to the entire Board, and to say 
that sickness and the unusual severity of the weather 
has made it impossible to visit some schools that would 
otherwise have been visited. We also wish to express 
our appreciation of, and our thanks for the hearty sup- 
port, which in nearly every case, we and our teachers 
have received.
